and Bruges, where it is said the Ger- 
mans have held their quarters.

The final agreement of the bill was 
reported by a strict party vole, repub- 
licans voting against it. The confer- 
ence restored the house provision that 
new taxes should go into effort the 
day after the passage of! the bill. 
A conference report was adopted by

The estimated 
revenue from tho 


bill in its final form wiU be $90,000,000 
instead of the $107,000,000 provided in 
the bill as it passed the senate. The 
principal cuts are in beer and whisky

It is an old saying that an ounce 


of prevention is better than a pound 
of cure.

the American 
Medical Journal, em- 


phasizes 
the 
truthfulness

"There are about 300,000 blind peo- 
pis in the United States. It costs 
about ?15.000,000 a year to support 
them. Probably 75 per cent of this 
blindness is due to two causes, name-:, 
ly, sore eyes at birth a.nd neglected 
eyes 
during early school life.

first cause can be removed in the 
simplest manner. All that is neces- 
sary is for the doctor or midwife to 
drop into the eyes of the newly born 
babe a few drops of a 2 per cent solu- 
tion of nitrate of silver. This will 
kill the germs that produce the dis- 
ease which almost fills so many blind 
asylums. 


"How easy this is, and how much 


good would bo produced to the human 
race if this procedure ' was 
always 
carried out! 
Those who are about to 


become fathers and mothers shouHd 
see to it that this simple act is per- 
formed. It costs nothing, is harm- 
less, it prevents blindness, 
It can 


easily be done; therefore, it should 
invariably be done!'

ed by Judge Joseph Z. TJhlir of the 
Court of Domestic Relations, a tribm- 
al that has attracted attention the 
world over, in his review of the re- 
sults of the third year 6£ the court. 
"The father of as* illegitimate child 
gets off entirely 
too light in this 
state," said Judge Uhlir. "If a man 
deceives a girl and a child is born, he 
may discharge all his obligations by 
paying $100 the first year and ?50 a. 
year thereafter tils $550 is paid. Or 
he may avoid paying money by spend- 
ing six months m -jail. When it has 
been judicially determined that the 
defendant is the father of a child born 
out of wedlock, does it not seem'juBt 
that the child should get the full ben- 
efit of this finding?"

Berlin, Oct. 22.—Immediately after 
the revival of the Iron Cross at the 
bficrinninp of the war not less than 
150,000 of these 
decorations were

Berlin firm, which makes a specialty 
of manufacturing orders, keeps twenty 
men employed all the time making 
these crosses. 
They are made of 
cast-iron, 
lacquered 
in 
black and 
bordered with silver; the first class, 
in addition to this, .has the reverse 
side of silver. The Iron Cross was 
instituted in 1S13. during the Napol- 
eonic Wars, by King Frederick AVil- 
liam III, as a reward for bravery in 
the field. It is conferred on officers 
and privates alike, and is, in fact, 
the most democratic of all the Prus- 
sian orders.
